LABOR SHORTAGE HURTS 
THE POTATO HARVEST 


The weekly report of the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, for the week just 
closed, summarizes Southern Califor­ 
nia’s two principal 
shipping 
crops, 
cantaloupes and potatoes, as follows: 
A special reporter in the field states 
that 3810 cars of cantaloupes had been 
shipped up to June 28 and estimates 
that there are yet about 700 cars to 
be forwarded. 
The Brawley district 


Is expected to flnishvby -July IO and 
El Centro by July 20. 
The car supply baa been ample this 
year, it is stated, and the remainder 
of the crop will be readily taken care 
of, it Is expected. 
It is said that the 
retarding of the maturity of the crown 
set. by cool May weather 
caused 
a 
large portion of the crop to ripen at 
once. On account of the large volume 
which matured at 
that 
time 
ther* 
were insufficient pickers to 
harvest 
the crop during the height of the sea­ 
son, it is stated, and approximately 
600 cars of cantaloupes are said to 
have been lost at this time of abnor^ 
mal rush. 
This is the principal rea­ 
son, It is said, that the shipments this 
season have not been coming up to 
the expectations of the marketers. 
Harvesting of tbf new spring pota­ 
to crop is said to be well advanced 
but generally disappointing, due large­ 
ly to the unseasonable 
weather 
at 
planting time, followed by a cold dry 
spring. A special reporter of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, in the local 
field estimates that 75 per cent of the 
crop in Orange county has bean har­ 
vested and the entire planting theft 


were cleaned up by July 4. Yields in 
the several districts are estimated to 
be MI per cent of last year’s harvest 
San Fernando Valley shipments aft 
reported light to date, but are expect­ 
ed to be heavier by the middle of this 
month. The hot weather la said to 
have had no effect upon the harvest 
in l l * 
his region. 
The Los Angeles district

With our new awakening of admiration for 
Italy and interest *in things Italian, there is a strong 
appeal in the suggestion that an Italian sh mid under­ 
take the first airplane flight from Europe to America.

Experts maintain that airplane construction has a1 
ready advanced far enough to make the transatlantic 
voyage practicable and safe.

planes in existence is the Caproin, and the Italiat 
inventor himself has offered to furnish a plane alto 
a pilot and crew for the trip. 
Thus the venture 
would l)e wholly Italian. 
To complete the historic parallel, the pioneer 
plane might follow the very course taken by Colum­ 
bus in his caravel, starting from Palos, Spain, and 
proceeding via the Canaries and Azores to the W est 
Indies. 
Thence it would he a short, easy dash t< 
the American mainland.
